A DeLecation of Women Suffragists 
was given a respectful hearing by the 
platform committee at Chicago. The 
resolution offered by the ladies was 
one in which the Republican party 
was to recognize their right to vote, 
and the arguments adduced in support 
of it were the ones which have been 
bafore the country for many years. 
One in addition, however, was urged, 
the force of which is by no means so 
apparent. The suffrazists reasoned 


that the adoption of the resolution in 


question would saye tothe Ropubli- 
can party a great many votes which 
otherwise would goto the Prohibition- 
ists. Exactly how this was explained 
is not set forth, but if certainly needs 
explanation. The avowed object of 
the Prohibition party as declared by 
St. Joha ia the last convention, and 
echoed by various other speakers, is 
to overthrow the Republican party in 
the coming election, and in that of 
four years from now to overthrow the 
Democrats in a like manner and take 
the reins of government into their own 
hands. Ii the Woman Sufragists mean 
that if ths Chicago coaveation does 
not insert their rasolution they will 
join the Prohibitionists in ‘‘knifing” 
the Ropab ican party, their petition 
takes the form of a threat. How 
otherwise votes are to be drawn to the 
Republican party from another whose 


avowed object is its extermination, one 
cannot well see. However, it is a 
trifling matter at best. 


Ir is an assertion of the Democratic 
platform and the party that ‘‘trusts’’ 
owe their origin, growth and present 
enormity to the tariff. The ‘‘trust 
breeding tariff is a catch phrase of 
the party. Mr. Watterson was the 
chairman of the committee which 
framed that platform, and may be as- 
sumed to speak by the card upon the 
matters mentioned in it.
